THE EARLDOM OF WICKLOW. 

A Boy Five Years Old Claims it— Ex- 
citement in the House of Lords. 

An unusual incident (says the London Daily 
News) occurred in the llouse of Lords a few 
days ago. A little fair-haired, blue-eyed boy, 
five years old, presented himself at the bar of j 
the House, and their Lordships, sitting in the 
Committee of Privileges, were asked to pro- 
nounce him Earl of Wicklow, and virtually to 
decide that he is heir to the extensive estates 
of that earldom iu Ireland. A rival claimant 
of the vacant peerage contended before the 
Committee, over w hich Lord Redesdale pre- 
sideSj that the child was illegitimate or suppo- 
sitious; that he was not the lawful offspring 
of the member of the Wicklow family through 
whom he claims to inherit the title and pro- 
perty; and the unsatisfactory proceedings in 
the llouse of Lords arising from the suspi- 
cious absence of a most important witness, 
show that the case is invested with grave diffi- 
culties. 

It appears to be conceded, that if the child 
is the lawful son of tbe late William George 
Howard, he is eutitled to the earldom. The 
barony of Clonmore was created in 1778 in fa- 
vor of Ralph Howard, M. P. for Wicklow, who 
Had large estates iu the county, and was a 
scion of the Howards ot England. His wife 
w is created Countess of Wicklow in 1793, and 
at her decease in 1807, her eon became first 
Earl of Wicklow. The last possessor or the 
earldom died without male issue, aud the 
present dispute is betweeu collaterals. 

The story told by the widow of William 
George Howard at the bar of the House of 
Lords is simple enough. She says that early 
in life she w as a governess. In 1862 she met 
Mr. Howard, who was the nephew of the Arch- 
bishop of Armagh, at the great exhibition in 
London, being introduced to him by a mutual 
friend, Mr. Bordeuavc. The intimacy thus 
commenced led to a marriage in 1863, at Ken- 
sington Church. The child was born in 1864. 
Mrs. Howard states that the event occurred 
when she was about to go to Ireland to find 
her husband, in the hope of weaning bim from 
bad associates, with whom he appears to have 
been connected. When about to set out on 
her journey she was suddenly taken ill, and 
compelled to return to her lodgings, where a 
doctor was summoned, but before his nrrrival 
tbe child was bom. This evidence is directly 
confirmed by Miss Rosa Day, the sister of the 
persou who kept the lodgings. Sbe says that 
the infant was taken from the bed in which 
Mrs. Howard was lying, and given to her, and 
that the child was brought up by hand, 
and was for a long time under her observa- 
tion. 

These witnesses have, however, been sub- 
jected to a cross-examination of unusual se- 
verity, in tbe course of which it appears that 
before she new her husband sbe bad been ac- 
quainted with Bordenave, and that after the 
marriage she had at one time occupied lodg- 
ings in the same house with him dunug her 
husband's absence. Sbe denied all familiarity 
with bim before tbe decease of Mr. Howard, 
but admitted that since that event her ‘’line 
of conduct" toward Bordenave had been 
changed, and sbe hod resided in the same 
house with him for tbe last two or three rears. 
Tbe mystery was considerably increased by 
the secrecy observed in the communications 
between the married pair daring Mr. How- 
ard’s lifetime. Tbe widow deposed that her 
husband kept the marriage secret becsose he 
was In great pecuniary difficulties, and afraid 
of bis creditors. When asked why a certain 
doctor had been engaged to attend her m her 
confinement, she replied that her husband had 
engaged bim, ana had promised Mm £10,000 
if be would keep the birth of the child a secret 
for a time. The Committee of Privileges evi- 
dently was not prepared to give implicit cre- 
dence to this story, and tbe Indy was interro- 
gated in a particularly searching manner. 
The solicitor for the Wicklow family deposed 
that detectives had been employed' to watch 
her, at the Instigation of aer husband, with a 
view’ to obtain evidencYTBr a divorce. 

Iti* conceded that, if the child produced 
before tbe House was born In 1864, and was 
the fruit of the marriage of Mr. and Mrs. How- 
ard, be is the lawlnl Rail of Wicklow. Of 
course, the strong legal presumption i> Jhat a 
child born in weulock is legitimate; and this 
presumption cannot be rebutted without pow- 
erful positive testimony. 

Sir John Coleridge, the counsel for tlie little 
claimant, adverted to the peculiar difficulties 
which beset the rase. Mrs. Howard was not 
well born, aad she was naturally exposed to 
the dislike and enmity of a noble family, who 
must have strongly disapproved of tbe alli- 
ance. Her busload was a selfish profligate, 
who had for years pursued a vagabond, disrep- 
utable career, leaving the wife to a forlorn, 
friendless life. There were, however, letters 
• xieat which showed that the marriage had 
been at first one of aflectiou; and this view 
was strongly corroborated by Mr. Howard’s 
will, made in 1864, the year of the childV 
birth. This document had beer, carefully, pre- 
pared by a solicitor, aMh was entirely in the 
wife’s favor. The obvious inference was, that 
the employment of detectives to watch Mr-. 
Howard aud collect proofs of her supposed 
delinquency could not have had her husband’6 
t auction. 

Wid’e the investigation is thickly beset with
